Bhown that duties cannot be raised above

least equal tax As to liquors and to ¬

All forms of crude metal not merely in
ores but pig iron ingots and bars with

should certainly not be taxed more than

Most provisions are made free of duty
but some which partake in a mild degree-
of the nature of luxuries are put in the 20
per cent schedule while breadstuffs are
mostly made free Potatoes are left sub ¬

ject to a duty of 15 per cent Domestic
books could not be admitted without the
consent of the domestic publisher and
foreign books copyrighted here could not
be admitted at all On the other hand-
so long as paper binding materials and
machinery is taxed it is not just to make
competing bcots free The demand for
revenue may turn the scale and 10 per
cent will probably be the revenue duty-

It would be exceedingly desirable to
have no specific free list but make every ¬

thing free which was not made expressly
subject to duty All articles upon which
